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REPORT  OF  THE   HELPING  TEACHER 


CURRICULUM  REPORT 

The  curriculum  in  the  elementary  school  is  constantly 
being  improved.  In  cooperation  with  the  suggestion  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  the  Language  Arts  field  is  the  area  we 
have  expanded.  A  suggested  Language  Arts  Program,  provided 
by  the  state,  has  been  issued  to  all  teachers. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  has  aided  our  pro- 
gram with  the  purchasing  of  new  equipment.  The  school  has 
been  provided  with  a  television  set  and  a  science  lab  table. 
This  television  set  makes  it  possible  for  the  teachers  to  sup- 
plement their  programs  in  the  fields  of  science,  music  and  soc- 
ial studies.  Through  the  use  of  the  new  science  table  it  is  now 
possible  for  the  teachers  and  students  to  conduct  experiments 
which  will  enable  them  to  better  understand  and  visualize  the 
facts  of  science.  (Several  other  pieces  of  equipment  in  the 
Audio-Visual  field  have  been  purchased  and  will  be  in  use  very 
soon.) 

CLASSROOM  VISITATION 

The  visiting  of  individual  classrooms  occupies  a  large 
percentage  of  my  day.  These  visits  are  basically  made  to  be  of 
service  to  the  teacher.  Assistance  is  given  in  various  areas 
such  as  providing  supplementary  materials  for  enrichment  pur- 
poses, programing  and  individual  testing.

ENROLLMENT 

The  elementary  enrollment  shows  a  slight  decrease  of 
ten.  Of  these  ten,  five  are  from  the  first  grade.  However,  the 
actual  enrollment  in  grade  one  is  still  30  so  that  the  estimated 
figure  of  250  in  the  near  future  would  seemingly  be  a  reality. 

The  high  school  enrollment  again  shows  an  increase. 
This  results  in  budgetary  increases  that  are  serious  in  impact. 
The  estimated  average  cost  of  high  school  tuition  for  1961-62 
is  $436.00.  This  is  an  increase  of  approximately  $41.00  over 
the  current  Manchester  rate.  With  60  pupils  attending  Man- 
chester Schools  the  increase  will  be  nearly  $2,500  at  Memorial 
alone.  There  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  control  this  budgetary 
item. 

PERSONNEL 

There  were  four  changes  in  staff.  The  unfortunate  death 
of  Mrs.  Hicks  saddened  the  school  community.  Mrs.  Libby, 
Mrs.  Benz  and  Mr.  Stritch  resigned  to  accept  more  lucrative 
positions  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Fred  Currier  was  secured  to  act  as  principal  in 
Mr.  Stritch's  place.  Mr.  Floyd  Cone  was  engaged  for  the  sev- 
enth grade  position.  A  second  beginning  teacher,  Miss  Loreli 
St.  Jean  was  hired  in  Mrs.  Hicks  place.  Mrs.  Greenlaw  a 
teacher  of  some  experience  was  engaged  for  Mrs.  Libby's  room. 
Mrs.  Greenlaw  resigned  at  Christmas  time.  With  this  50% 
turnover  the  school  functioned  surprisingly  well.  The  addition 
of  a  second  man  in  the  upper  grades  worked  out  well. 

Mr.  Russell  Raymond,  helping  teacher,  resigned  to  ac- 
cept aposition  elsewhere.  He  was  replaced  by  Mr.  John  Walsh, 
a  principal  of  long  experience  in  the  union.  Mr.  Walsh  will 
prove  to  be  of  great  worth  in  the  position.  His  sincere  interest 
in  children  will  result  in  improved  pupil  accomplishment  in 
varied  fields. 

There  is  one  area  of  the  educational  program  that  is 
receiving  an  increasing  amount  of  emphasis  at  the  state  level. 
The   education   of   the  atypical  child  has  gained  an  increased 
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amount  of  support.  There  are  two  general  types  of  atypical 
children,  physical  and  mental.  The  readily  recognized  atypical 
children  are  the  blind,  deaf,  and  those  with  speech  defects. 
These  are  physical  handicaps.  There  are  other  types  of  physi- 
cally handicapped  children  -  polio  victims,  Heart  cases,  cere- 
bral palsy  and  arthritics.  The  laws  of  the  state  prescribe  the 
program  for  these  children.  The  atypical  children  mentally  - 
the  retarded  and  the  gifted  -  are  not  at  present  prodded  for  by 
law.  There  is  permissive  legislation  concerned  with  the  educa- 
tion of  the  retarded.  There  is  no  provision  whatsoever  for  the 
gifted.  With  the  establishment  of  special  rooms  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  retarded,  districts  may  pay  tuition  and  provide  trans- 
portation. The  gifted  are  the  neglected  segment.  Education 
under  pressure  from  the  public  and  press  is  making  strenuous 
efforts  to  meet  the  problem  of  the  gifted.  The  administrative 
techniques  and  teaching  methods  and  devices  in  use  with  varying 
degrees  of  success  are:  so  called  team  teaching,  varied  track 
programs,  homogeneous  grouping,  introduction  of  teaching  ma- 
chines (television;  projectors,  several  types:  language  labs; 
tape  recorders;  and  record  players).  All  of  these  are  attempts 
to  provide  an  environment  that  will  enhance  the  opportunity  for 
the  gifted  to  develop  the  talents  each  possesses  to  the  fullest. 
In  the  realm  of  international  competition  in  all  areas  we,  as  a 
nation,  must  preserve  and  utilize  to  the  fullest  the  special  tal- 
ents of  our  young  people.  We  must  be  careful,  however,  that  we 
do  not  become  specialist  in  a  narrow  sense.  The  whole  realm 
of  human  knowledge  needs  to  have  some  of  our  best  devoted  to 
it. 

FINANCES 

The  operational  budget  shows  an  increase  of  $1,700.00. 
Since   the    item    of   high   school  tuition  shows  an  increase  of 
$2,000.00  all  other  items  show' a  net  decrease  of  $300.00.   In 
light  of  the  current  economy  this  is  an  achievement  on  the  part 
of  the  board. 

CONCLUSION 

The  progress  of  children  in  school  is  directly  related  to 
the  competence  of  the  professional  staff.  The  district  has  been 
able  to  secure  a  professional  staff  that  has  had  the  interest  of 
the  boys  and  girls  uppermost  in  their  minds.  This  is  due  to  the 
friendly  cooperative  attitude  of  the  community  as  a  whole  and 
also  those  who  are  directly  concerned  with  the  operation  of  the 
school. 

It  is  a  rewarding  experience  to  see  youngsters  develop 
in  such  a  climate.
